Like eager children, Tolosko and his 
wife Doreen display his landscape 
paintings, his poems, the blueprints of a 
fire alarm system he designed for the 
Atomic Energy Commission — and the 
heavy manuscript entitled “ Sakuran." 
The Japanese word has no English 
equivalent It is “ the path a cherry blos­ 
som petal takes when driven by a 
troubled wind, or ... the paths and 
destinations of the petal that only the 
Gods know of," he explains. 
Tolosko has traveled an unusual path. 
Talk show hosts are bound to ask him: 
Why would a tv repairman, the son of a 
Polish coal miner, write a novel, of all 
topics, on ancient Japan0 
Tolosko grew up in a California 
orphanage, after his mother died when 
he was five At 17 he planted trees on 
Mount Shasta with the Civilian Conser­ 
vation Corps. In the Navy, during World 
War II, he operated a radio in a torpedo 
bomber He married Doreen Shaver, an

A coordinating Lompoc D istrict 
Hospital base station stands alone as the 
single m ajor hurdle blocking a 
paramedic program for the Lompoc 
Valley, according to several sources 
A pair of Lompoc citizens, Helen 
Elliott and Alberta Morgan repeatedly 
asked Lompoc City Council in recent 
months why the city is without 
paramedics. 
The Lompoc Valley is the only major 
populated area left in Santa Barbara 
County without paramedic service or a 
program on the horizon. The small com­ 
munity of New Cuyama in the eastern 
corner of the county also is without 
paramedics. The Santa Ynez Valley 
Hospital is in the process of establishing 
paramedic service. 
Elliott s and Morgan's continual pleas 
spurred Lompoc Mayor Charlotte 
Benton to send a letter to Frank 
Signorelli, president of the Lompoc 
Hospital District Board of Directors. 
Benton’s two-paragraph note asks the 
hospital board to spell out its position on 
paramedics for the city In addition, the 
letter requests an outline of "when and 
how this service might come to Lompoc, 
if at all." 
The hospital board will receive the let­ 
ter and hear discussion at its regular 
meeting 7:30 p m tonight in the hospital 
conference room.

trade deficit 
fourth lowest 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The nation’s 
foreign trade deficit totaled $2 3 billion 
in July, considerably below June's 
record level but still the fourth highest in 
history, the Commerce Department said 
today. 
Americans bought less oil and coffee 
last month than they did in June, ac­ 
counting for the slowdown in the deficit’s 
growth rate, the department said 
The monthly report measures the 
value of U.S. exports against the value of 
the nation’s imports 
The July report brought the total U S 
trade deficit for 1977 to $14 9 billion The 
record deficit for one full year was $6 4 
billion in 1972 
The United States has now had 14 con­ 
secutive months of deficits, a develop­ 
ment that has caused considerable con­ 
cern within the administration and in 
Congress. 
The deficit set a record in June when it 
totaled $2 8 billion, putting pressure on 
the dollar in overseas monetary ex­ 
change markets and hurting investor 
confidence on Wall Street 
The July trade figures showed 
Americans exports were $10.14 billion, 
which was 0 4 per cent above the June 
level. Imports for July were valued at 
$12.47 billion, a decrease of 3.5 per cent 
from the record June level of $12 93 
billion, the department said. 
The largest declines in imports came 
in the key sectors of oil and coffee 
The department said oil purchases in 
June totaled $3.59 billion, a decline of 
$306.5 million from June. The American 
Petroleum Institute said today there are 
surpluses of gasoline because of 
overproduction last winter.

Kelley, too, is ready to provide 
paramedic service. 
The ambulance operator said he has a 
paramedic-equipped ambulance on order 
and has had two prospective paramedics 
signed up almost a year for paramedic 
training in Santa Barbara Although they 
have not been able to get in, Kelley said 
he could hire paramedics elsewhere. He

A key figure in the tangled circum­ 
stances surrounding water and sewer 
services in Mission Hills Wednesday said 
he has a plan to resolve the financial and 
operational difficulties that have 
plagued them 


Anton Gamier, spokesman for the Mis­ 
sion Hills utilities, bared the corporate 
structure under which he operates, out­ 
lined the plan for hooking in with the 
Lompoc Valley Wastewater Treatment 
Plant system and vowed to meet all 
financial obligations 


Problems attributed to the two 
utilities have roused the ire of the 
Regional Water Quality Control Board, 
attracted the attention of the state and 
county health departments and triggered 
a move by Mission Hills residents to take 
over the companies via a proposed 
county service district instrument 
An estimated 800 customers get their 
drinking water from Mission Hills Water 
Co., and sewer service from Lompoc 
I. tility Services Co. Both companies are 
managed by Gamier and his associates 
from their base in Valinda. a community 
in Los Angeles County. 
Gamier believes the entry of Mission 
Hills into the regional sewer plant 
system on Central Avenue, will resolve 
the problems that have led to several los­ 
ing battles with the Regional Water 
Quality Control Board and chase the 
clouds that have hung over the expansion 
of a new phase in the Mesa Oaks residen­ 
tial community, specifically Tract 
12,211 An environmental impact report 
on the tract prepared by Envincom 
Corp., for Santa Barbara'County, ex­ 
plores the capacity of Lompoc Utility 
Services Co. facilities and declares on 
page 28: Since no additional flows from 
Mesa Oaks or any other development are 
permissible at this time, no sewage 
treatment is available for the proposed 
project. 
Gamier also believes that the Califor­ 
nia Public Utilities Commission will see 
it his way and grant a raise in the sewer 
service charge from the present $4 50 a 
month per customer to $12 or $14 The ex­ 
tra money. Gamier says would go to 


up ambulance and two alternating 
paramedics. 
“ I'm just waiting for the go ahead," 
Kelley said 
But the county cannot subsidize and 
Kelley cannot utilize paramedics without 
a base station which would operate out of 
the Lompoc District Hospital emergency 
room 
Again, costs have staggered progress 
The hospital annually operates at a 
deficit made up with tax revenues 
Radio and electrical monitoring equip­ 
ment for a paramedic program could run 
from $9,000 to $15,000, according to 
Signorelli. Gambetta calculated it would 
cost in the same neighborhood — $15,000 
to $16,000 — to establish a base station. 
It is yet undetermined whether or not 
the hospital would have to expand its 
emergency room staff to handle 
paramedics. 
Hospital 
Administrator 
William 
Diebner said the hospital "would have to 
boost the emergency room staff a little" 
to handle a paramedic program 
However, Gambetta did not think it 
would cost the hospital any more than 
the initial outlay of setting up a base sta­ 
tion 
In January of this year, Santa Maria’s 
paramedic program began operating out 
of two hospitals there. Although the 
director of the Valley Hospital could not 
be reached, Dr Carolyn Wegisof Marian 
Hospital said it cost $14,000 for the 
hospital to outfit its paramedic base sta­ 
tion. 
Instead of increasing the workload, 
Wegis, who is the director of the Marian 
emergency room, said paramedics can 
actually ease crisis situations 
"If it does anything for your staff,

Gamier’s pronouncements come vir­ 
tually on the eve of a statutory deadline 
next Wednesday — Aug. 31 — for the pay-, 
ment of some $64,000 in back taxes. A 
one per cent penalty per month begins 
after that deadline according to Newton 
Blanchard, tax collector of Santa Bar­ 
bara County. Blanchard said that situa­ 
tion will continue until June 30. 1978 and 
if the full amount is not paid by that 
time, the combined company’s three real 
estate parcels in Mission Hills would be 
automatically deeded to the state. By 
default, then, the private corporate 
utilities would be out of business 
Gamier told this reporter he would not 
let this happen. “ I ’m going to the bank to 
borrow the money," he said At the same 
time, Gamier said he will dispute the 
amount of the delinquent tax bill based 
on his contention that the county was us­ 
ing the wrong system for computing the 
bill. He said he would sit down with 
county officials soon to outline the basis 
for his appeal 
A spokesman for 
Blanchard today said his department 
stood fast on the method used to compute 
the tax bill and that all their computation 
procedures were regularly scrutinized 
by county and state authorities 
Gamier said details of his plans to 
restore the utilities to better favor were 
in letters being mailed to various city 
and county authorities. 
Gamier said Mission Hills Utility Ser­ 
vices is wholly owned by Mission Hills 
Water Co., and that the water company 
is owned by 200 investors, one of which is 
Valmda Engineering Co. The estate of 
Gamier’s late father owns 40 per cent of 
Valinda interest, he said Lompoc Utility 
Services Co., is a public corporation 
regulated by the PUC and wholly owned 
by Western Pacific Sanitation Co., a 
Nevada corporation, according to Gar- 
nier.

Wegis said, “ it alleviates some of your 
problems It’s really great. Sometimes it 
can shorten a patient's stay in the 
emergency room by as much as an 
hour." 


"I was skeptical when it first started 
in January, but now I’m it’s primary ad­ 
vocate." 
Diebner would not speculate on the 
hospital board’s position toward 
paramedics. But board president 
Signorelli said he felt the hospital is 
ready to move for a paramedic program. 
“I think the hospital is ready to do 
what we can afford to do," Signorelli 
said "We really can’t afford it, but I 
suppose we could work it out.” 
"I will recommend the board take an 
action tonight after we discuss it. I feel 
we are going to have to do it, but we may 
have to have some help paying for it.” 
It is unlikely the county would sub­ 
sidize the base station, according to both 
Gambetta and Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund. 


"A difficulty exists between the county 
providing these funds," Hedlund said, 
"because the hospital district is a taxing 
board and they have the ability to come 
up with the revenues themselves." 
But, Gambetta has another solution. 
"If the people of Lompoc really want 
paramedics, they could certainly start a 
campaign for contributions — if the 
hospital wants to go paramedics " 
The hospital base station is the key, ac­ 
cording to Gambetta, 
"W ithout the connection at the 
hospital, a paramedic is of no value. You 
might have a better trained individual, 
but without a doctor’s guidance, he can’t 
perform as a paramedic."

It was 10 years ago when 
Tolosko decided to w rite a 
novel about the Samurai Ac­ 
cording to his review of the 
literature, it hadn’t been done. 
A tim id r e p o r te r , who 
wouldn't dare presume to have 
the ability to construct a major 
novel, asks why Tolosko. with 
no formal education and no 
writing experience — except 
for some editing of a school 
newspaper — would take it 
upon himself to tell the story of 
these Samurai, and in such a 
way as to convey the unique 
magnificance of this ancient 
breed? 
Tolosko has left the room to 
find his Morse telegraph, but 


his wife of 30 years answers: If 
Tolosko had worried himself 
over 
presum ed 
lim itations, 
Doreen says, he never would 
have tackled writing the novel. 
“You have to know him to 
know that when som ething 
seems impossible, insurmoun­ 
table and totally improbable,” 
she says, “ he will do it.” 
Tolosko and his wife read ex­ 
tensively on Japanese history 
and culture 
With magnifying 
le n s e s , th e y s tu d ie d th e 
minutest details in Japanese 
paintings and drawings, which 
are so true to life. Tolosko says, 
they provide a “direct line to 
the past ” 
Suspecting his reincarnation. 
Tolosko also studied se lf­ 
hypnosis, which he believed to 
be the key to “ unlocking the 
consciousness of another life.” 
Self-hypnosis helped convince 
Tolosko of his Samurai past, 
because it m ade easy his 
d e s c rip tio n s of J a p a n e s e 
warriors in combat 
“ I just sat back, closed my 
eyes and conjured up a vision, 
so to speak,” he says. “ The 


parts that deal with the sword 
took seconds to write and were 
vivid in my mind as I wrote 
them ” Later he researched the 
movements and techniques of 
Oriental swordplay and found 
his own descriptions accurate 
“ to the last detail.“ 
“ I wrote those scenes once 
and didn t have to correct 
them ,” he says “ Why? Can you 
explain that*’ Well 1 can t 
either This is why I say that it 
happened before ” 
Doreen agrees “ God has to 
create an infinite number of 
people Certainly there’s a little 
logic in assuming that we are 
all not newly created ” 
Despite Tolosko’s imagina­ 
tion, initiative and determ ina­ 
tion. he credits not himself, but 
supernatural resources for both 
the story he tells and the way he 
tells it. “The mechanics of 
writing a book cam e to me from 
some past life I knew just how 
to do it " 
“ It w as e a s y .” Tolosko 
describes the three year task of 
writing the novel. His smile 
creases the lines around his 
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eyes “ It was duck soup ’ He 
devised a basic outline for his 
story, and then began to write it 
— the best way to learn how 
M ost 
a u th o rs 
im m e rse 
themselves in the classics, read 
all the literary m asters before 
a tte m p tin g to w rite . Not 
Tolosko: “ Here’s a book that 
turns me on,” he says, display­ 
ing his “Modern Transistor Cir­ 
cuits.” 
T o lo sk o sa y s he h a te s 
Shakespeare because the nuns 
of St 
V incent’s orphanage 
forced him to memorize long 
passages by the playwright. He 
m entions adventure w riters 
F ran k Y erby and E dison 
Marshall (who?) when asked, 
what authors have you read9 
“ I ’ve got a theory about 
writing,’’ he says. “ If you’re 
gonna write and be original, you 
c a n ’t re a d .” F or 10 y ears 
Tolosko has kept away from fic­ 
tion. afraid of subconsciously 
adopting another author’s ideas 
or techniques 
One important book he did 
read, E rn est H em ingw ay’s 
“The Old Man and the Sea,” 
strongly influenced Tolosko. 
“Sakuran,” like Hemingway's 
novel, is a simply told story 
It’s “ spare writing style,” one 
lite ra ry agent com m ented, 
“ makes the time seem both dis­ 
tant and immediate. like a good 
fantasy tale “ 
When Tolosko had problems 
— got stuck at points in plotting 
action, for example — he would 
often sleep on those problems 
and allow solutions to emerge 
through his dream s 
He describes an uncanny 
ability to focus his dreaming 
upon a particular problem or 
topic, and the next day recall 
his nighttime reverie 


"So many tim es.” Doreen 
says, “ he’d get up in the morn­ 
ing and say I’ve got it, I’ve got 
it! It's beautiful!' And he gets 
his paper and pencil and starts 
writing, and he says. 
That’s 
enough of that’ and he gets on 
his typewriter Then he hands it 
to me and says, ‘Now read it.’” 
In 
lite ra ry ag e n t S cott 
M eredith’s first assessm ent of 
T o l o s k o ’s 
u n s o l i c i t e d 
manuscript, he found the book’s 
“ h isto rical data ac c u ra te , 


d e s c r i p t i o n s 
e f f e c t i v e , 
characters developed, material 
well-plotted” — the substance 
“ p erfect as is ” M eredith 
suggested only that Tolosko 
polish his sentence structure 
and correct punctuation 
Ed, with 
D oreen’s help, 
worked eight hours a day for 
seven weeks on rewriting the 
book, while he also continued 
his e le c tric ia n ’s work. “ I 
finished the last page on New 
Y ear’s Eve, just before the 
bombs went off outside.” he 
recalls. 
In January, Scott Meredith, 
one of New York’s most power­ 
ful agents, sent Tolosko a con­ 
tract for the book and an intox­ 
icating. though conventionally 
stated m essage 
“ We truly 
hope that this will be the begin­ 
ning of a long and mutually 
profitable relationship ” 


Meredith sent “ Sakuran ' to 
26 major publishers Tolosko, 
m e a n w h i l e 
e n t e r e d t he 
hospital with a bleeding ulcer 
before he heard again from 
Meredith three months later. 
The gap in his self-confidence 
became evident During those 
months, Tolosko almost regret­ 
ted having submitted his novel, 
fearing its rejection as “ too 
juvenile,” he says 


Then Meredith reported that 
he turned down several offers 
to buy the book The interested 
publishers wanted to substan­ 
tially change Tolosko's novel, 
turn it into a “ typical action- 
adventure story.” Bruce Lee- 
type material 


Tolosko wondered where in 
hell 
S co tt M e r e d i t h had 
mustered such faith in an un­ 
known. uneducated author that 
he could afford to turn away of­ 
fers

Inventory of Nixon gifts to be taken 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - It 
was only a preview of the long- 
awaited opening of Richard 
Nixon’s government-impound­ 
ed belongings, and there were 
no shocking disclosures from 
tapes or documents Only dazzl­ 
ing gifts and hints of missing 
jewels. 
U S 
District Judge Aubrey 
Robinson ruled Wednesday the 
State Department can check 
mysterious Box 118c for photos 
and discriptions of gifts Nixon 
and his family received from 
foreign governments and heads 
of state while he was president 


As a result, the General Ser­ 
vices Administration says, it 
will make the ‘first archival in­ 
cursion” next week in an effort 
to complete an inventory of the 
foreign gifts, which may be 
among the Nixon belongings 
now stored in the National 
Archives 


‘‘Opening the box ... may 
an sw er 
q uestions about 
whether there were gifts to the 
Nixons 
that 
were never 
reported ... or whether certain 
gifts are missing from the 124 
boxes and crates,” said Jay 
Solomon, head of the GSA 
But the news media did not 
have to wait until next week for 
a peek at something never 
b e fo re seen publicly — a 


“ sampling” of the 2,000 gifts 
valued at $2 million to Nixon 
and his family, which now 
belong to the government. 
Television lights danced over 
a dazzling display — diamond 
necklaces, black pearl earr­ 
ings, 
a diamond-encrusted 
wristwatch. crockery, statuary 
and a big clock — all laid out on 
a tab le in the N a tio n a l 
Archives. 
The State Department says 
there might be dozens of items 
it is unable to account for, 
either because of poor record 
keeping or because they have 
been removed 
But Solomon told a news con­ 
ference he has no reason to 
believe any of the gifts are mis­ 
sing He said the check is simp­ 
ly a matter of being busines­ 
slike 
Among the items the depart­ 
ment cannot account for are an 
Iranian carpet, watches, ele­ 
gant art objects and jeweled 
bracelets, pins and necklaces 
given to Mrs Nixon. Tricia and 
Julie 
State Department records 
show many of the missing gifts 
were from Iran, with others 
from Italy, West Germany, 
Nicaragua, Ireland. Ghana. In­ 
donesia. India, the Soviet Union 
and Taiwan. 
In court Wednesday. Nixon’s 


lawyers tried to block the 
search for the gifts until more 
courts provide more safeguards 
for Nixon’s privacy. But the 
judge turned them down. 


Lawyer Stan Mortenson said 
Nixon “ would be happy” to 
have a gift inventory made, but 
not until more safeguards are 
provided 
Young says U.S. won't 
give arms to nationalists 


Suit seeking Kent State 
gym halt snubbed by court 


C IN C IN N A TI (U P I) - A 
federal appeals court unani­ 
mously rejected a suit seeking 
to stop construction of a gym­ 
nasium on a Kent State Univer­ 
sity site where four students 
were killed during an antiwar 
demonstration seven years ago 
But the three-judge panel 
continued a lower court ban on 
the $6 million gym annex for 10 
days so the student group op­ 
posing it can appeal Wednes­ 
day’s ruling to the Supreme 
Court 
The U S 6th Circuit Court of 
Appeals 
heard 
impassioned 
arguments from lawyers for 
the school, which wants to get 
on with the gym, and the May 4 
Coalition, 
which wants to 
perserve the site as a national 
historic landmark 
The court said it had no 
authority to delay construction 
on the site where Ohio National 
Guardsmen shot and killed four 
students on May 4, 1970 They 
passed the problem over to 
state and federal officials 
The ruling, in effect, upheld a 


decision by U S District Judge 
Thomas Lambros of Cleveland, 
who also had found federal 
courts lacked authority in the 
matter 
Coalition lawyers William 
Kunstler and Anthony Walsh 
said they would file the appeal 
as soon as possible 


School lawyer Steven Parisi, 
commenting on the ruling, said, 
“ Four times the plaintiffs have 
had the opportunity to persuade 
the courts that the university 
has proceeded illegally and that 
the site of the gymnasium 
building is unlawful 
“ Every time — in each in­ 
stance — they were not correct 
and it was found that the un­ 
iversity was. in fact, correct ” 


The coalition had asked the 
appeals court to delay the gym 
construction until Interior De­ 
partment officials could decide 
whether to declare the site a 
landmark. A decision on the 
matter is not expected until 
“ well into 1978,” a department 
spokesman said. 


Inmates in Mexican jail 
fear for their lives 


M E X IC O C IT Y (U P I) - 
American inmates in Santa 
Marta prison say they fear for 
their lives because the warden 
resents their having sent a 
blood-stained banner to Presi­ 
dent Carter.

“ Somehow the culmination of 
political and economic power 
that I have been describing up 
to now has got to be used 
against South Africa,” he said 
“ Just as armed struggle has 
not worked to solve the 
problems of the Middle East, it 
will not work in southern 
Africa.” Young said. 
“ They 
have got to learn to live 
together and that is what I have 
been working towards.” 
Young said communist influ­ 
ence in the region was of no im­ 
portance to the United States 
“ I don’t think we are con­ 
cerned about communism in 
Africa,” he said “ We will not 
support racism Racism is the 
greatest attraction of commu­ 
nism and it is not in our interest 
to support apartheid or racism 
as a means of combatting com­ 
munism 
“ Our feeling is that when 
Africa turns to development, 
they have got to cooperate with 
the West because we just do 
things better than anybody 
else,” he said

M O N TE C ARLO , Monaco 
(U P I) — Princess Caroline, the 
20-year-old daughter of Prince 
Rainier of Monaco and former 
movie queen Grace Kelly, will 
marry a French businessman 17 
years her senior 
Palace sources said the wed­ 
ding will take place in June, 
1978 The lengthy engagement 
to Junot, 37. was believed to be 
the wish of Caroline's parents 
who got her to promise last 
year that she would not marry 
for at least two years 
The 
statement 
confirmed 
newspaper reports a few 
months ago, especially from 
Britain, on the impending 
engagement. At the time, the 
palace admitted the princess 
knew Junot, but said they were 
only friends 


Princess Caroline met Junot 
at the home of mutual friends in 
December 1975 in Paris, where 
the princess was studying 
philosophy at the Sorbonne, the 
palace announcement said. 


The princess has been a 
member of the jet-set society 
for many years and is often 
seen in exclusive resort areas. 
Junot. a dark-haired athletic 
and handsome man, studied law 
and now runs an insurance 
business 
He is a descendant of the 
family of Gen Andoche Junot, 
Duke of Abrantes. who fought 
under Napoleon early in the 
19th century 


His father, Michel, is an 
alderman and ombudsman in 
the Paris municipal govern­ 
ment. His mother is of Danish 
origin 
Caroline is the eldest child of 
Prince Rainier and Princess 
Grace, the former Grace Kelly 
of Philadelphia. 


Air strike 
may strand 
one million 


LONDON (U P I) - Civil avia­ 
tion authorities today pre­ 
dicted at least half the 3,000 dai­ 
ly flights through British air 
space would be canceled and 
nearly 1 million passengers 
stranded if Britain’s “ furious” 
air traffic control assistants go 
ahead with plans for a strike. 


British Airways canceled 75 
flights at Heathrow and Gat- 
wick airports and 100 other 
domestic and European flights 
were halted on the 10th day of 
the slowdown by 850 assistants. 


Union and government offi­ 
cials held last-ditch talks to 
avert a full strike but civil avia­ 
tion authorities said about 1 
million passengers might have 
to camp in airport lobbies if the 
assistants go ahead with their 
planned four-day Bank Holiday 
walkout. 


The air traffic control assis­ 
tants, who are demanding a pay 
increase, were “ furious at the 
way the union was treated by 
the Department of Employ­ 
ment Wednesday," said union 
spokesman Clive Bush. 


“ We spent practically the 
whole day on the doorstep but 
when we fin a lly did see 
(Employment Minister Albert) 
Booth he had nothing fresh to 
offer us at all.” 


College freshmen's test scores 
worst in more than 50 years 


N EW YO RK (U P I) - Next 
month's college freshm an 
class, apparently showing the 
scars of Watergate, the Viet­

The College Board, which ad­ 
ministers nationwide Scholas­ 


tic Apitude Tests to 1 million 
college-bound high school sen­ 
iors a year, said Wednesday 
scores on all achievement tests 
dropped five points this year, 
slipping from 538 to 533 from 
last year’s level. Verbal and 
mathematical 
rankings each 
were down two points, from 431 
to 429 and from 472 to 470 
Miners, pickets exchange 
gunfire; no one injured 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (U P I) 
— About 100 miners attempting 
to return to work Wednesday 
night exchanged gunfire with 40 
pickets before police dispersed 
the dissidents 
No injuries were reported in 
the shooting incident in nearby 
Leetown. 
The West Virginia miners ap­ 
peared anxious to rout the rov­ 
ing pickets and return to work 
and end a nine-week wildcat 
strike over health care cuts 
But in Pikeville, Ky., which 
has 10,000 members of the 
United Mine Workers, J.B . 
Trout, a member of the union’s 
Executive Board, said, “ We’re 
down solid again 
“ We had about a third of 
them back this (Wednesday) 
morning, but some were stop­ 
ped by pickets on the way to 


work and others left when 
pickets arrived at mines.” 
Mines were reported operat­ 
ing normally in Ohio and Penn­ 
sylvania, and the West Virginia 
Coal Association reported only 
18,400 of the state’s 65.000 
miners were still on strike. 
“ I believe it (the hard-core 
picketing) is dying down,” said 
Cecil Roberts, vice president of 
Charleston-based District 17 
He said 7,000 of the 23,000- 
member work force in his dis­ 
trict was back at work Wednes­ 
day. 
“They haven’t got strong sup­ 
port to keep this thing (the 
strike) going,” a District 17 
miner said of pickets in his 
region He said he didn’t think 
the pickets’ “ terrorist tactics” 
would keep miners from work­ 
ing.

But Sen. Ted Stevens, R- 
Alaska. is warning the Presi­ 
dent to beware of financial de­ 
mands expected from Canada 
The Canadian government 
will impose “ astronomical 
charges” on Alaskan natural 
gas and the fees will then be 
passed onto American con­ 
sumers, Stevens said Wednes­ 
day after a meeting with 
Carter 
“ We just see increased costs 
at every turn with the Canadian 
route,” said Stevens, who is 
pushing the so-called “ All- 
American” E l Paso Alaska 
Pipeline Co. route parallel to 
the oil pipeline 
Stevens charged the United 
States “ did not come out 
anywhere even” on agreements 
involving the St. Lawrence 
Seaway and other past U S - 
Canadian ventures. 
White House press secretary 
Jody Powell said Carter plans 
to make a decision on which 
route to use when Congress 
reconvenes next month. 
The Alcan route would run 
2,700 miles through Canada’s 
Yukon territory and cost 17 7 
billion 
It would enter the 
United States in Montana, with 
one leg to the West and one to 
the Midwest. 
The Canadian government 
said it wants a $200 million fund 
to offset the social and 
economic effects of pipeline 
construction and would require 
the addition of a 140-mile, $400 
million segment in northern 
Canada. 
The E l Paso pipeline would 
run parallel to the Alaska oil 
pipeline and turn transported 
natural gas into a liquid to be 
shipped by tanker to California. 
The Alcan Pip elin e Co. 
proposal has the backing of the 
Federal 
Power Commission, 
other federal agencies and the 
Canadian government. 
But Stevens said his White 
House meeting convinced him 
that Carter has an open mind on 
the matter and there is a large 
group in the administration 
backing the E l Paso proposal. 
“ E l Paso is still very much a 
viable option,” said Stevens. “ I 
think w e ’re s till in the 
ballgame.”

But just so we don’t miss her too much Betsy is leav­ 
ing us with her favorite recipe for: 
Chocolate Zucchini Cake 
2Me cups flour, unsifted 
1/2 cup cocoa 
24 teasp baking powder 
lv* soda 
1 teasp salt 
1 teasp cinnamon 
1/2 teasp. allspice 
1/2 teasp. cloves 
3/4 cup butter or oleo 
2 cups sugar 
3 eggs 
2 teasp vanilla and orange peel 
2 cups shredded zucchini 
1/2 cup milk 
1 cup chopped nuts 
Combine flour , cocoa, baking powder, soda, salt and 
spice Set aside With a mixer beat together butter and 
sugar until smooth. Add eggs, one at a time beating 
well after each addition. With a spoon stir in vanilla, 
orange peel and zucchini. Alternately stir the dry in­ 
gredients and milk into zucchini mixture including the 
nuts with the last addition Pour into a greased and 
floured 10” tube pan or bundt pan Bake at 350 for 50-60 
minutes or until done Cool in pan 15 minutes. Turn out 
on wire rack to cool. 
Glaze 
Mix together 2 cups powdered sugar, 3 tbsp. milk 
and 1 tsp vanilla Beat until smooth Drizzle over 
cake 


While we’re on sweets, the following recipe was a 
favorite of my next door neighbor down south, Jane 
Barrons; 
Cathedral Windows 
Melt together: 
1—6 oz pkg. chocolate chips 
3 tbsp margarine 
Let cool 
Mix with 3 cups minted miniature marshmallows 


and 1/3 cup chopped nuts 
Divide mixture in two parts Sprinkle coconut on 
waxed paper and roll each part into a log 
Freeze and slice 


This recipe was passed on to me by a friend, Inge 
Ramey of El Cajon: 
Lemon Pudding Pound Cake 
1 pkg. yellow cake mix 
1 pkg instant lemon pudding 
4 eggs beaten until thick 
3/4 cup water 
1/2 cup salad oil 
Add remaining ingredients to thickly beaten eggs 
and beat 10 minutes. Pour into ungreased tube pan (or 
bundt pan) and bake 50 minutes or until done at 350 
Turn upside down to cool and remove from pan 
Glaze 
Bring to boil 2 cups confectioners sugar and 1/3 cup 
lemon juice Puncture cake all over with tines of a 
large fork and drizzle glaze over 


Old Bogey’s mother used to make the best salad 
dressing, the recipe for which I recently ran across 
and now pass on to you: 
Grandma’s Dressing 
1 can tomato soup 
1 pkg dry onion soup mix 
12 cup oil 
1/2 cup vinegar (add more if too thick) 
4 tbsp. sugar 
Add paprika, garlic salt, pepper and Worcestershire 
sauce to taste and beat all together with an egg beater. 


Given to me by Shirley McMahon of Alpine, this 
recipe is easy to throw together and really good. too. 
Chinese Casserole 
2 cans tuna, rinsed in hot water 
2 cans mushroom soup 
1/2 cup milk 
2 cups chopped celery 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 can sliced water chestnuts 
1 cup chopped cashew nuts 
1 pkg frozen peas 
Mix well together and cover with two cans Chinese 
noodles Bake at 350 for 45 minutes.

Parking ticket leads to jail 
VFW tells women vets to stay out 


AUBURN. Ind. (U PI) — A penny saved 
may be a penny earned, but all saving a 
penny earned Sandra Lamb was a six day 
jail stretch. 


“The judicial system is screwed up,” 
Mrs. Lamb said Wednesday after learning 
she will be going to jail on the next three 
weekends for what started as a parking 
meter violation. 


“People get suspended sentences for 
things a lot worse than this, and I go to jail 
for not paying a parking ticket,” she com­ 
plained. 
Mrs. Lamb, 29, was cited Feb 25 for 
failing to put a penny in a meter when she 
parked downtown. She returned five 
minutes later and found the ticket 
She refused to pay a 50-cent fine and ig­ 
nored a number of form letters from the 
police department. Charges were filed 
against her, and City Court Judge Phyllis 
Poff Wednesday ruled Mrs. Lamb would 
either have to pay a $29 fine or go to jail 
” 1 guess I ’m going to jail,” Mrs. Lamb 
said ‘‘It is either that or pay the fine, and 


I ’m not going to pay the $29. It’s just the 
principle of the thing. I just refuse to 
pay” 
She objected to being required to pay to 
park in a downtown area. “ If I am taking 
money into that town, I don’t think I 
should have to put money in a meter.” 
The downtown meters were removed in 
June 
Mrs 
Lamb expected her first ex­ 
perience in jail to be “just like being shut 
in a little room,” but admitted she is get­ 
ting ‘‘a little scared.” 
She said her husband agreed with her 
decision not to pay the fine. “ He’s even 
stronger in his belief on this than I am,” 
she said 
Her friends also support her and have 
promised to visit her in jail, but Mrs. 
Lamb said she had been informed visitors 
were not allowed for those serving their 
jail time only on weekends. 
Judge Poff said the sentence could be 
served on three successive weekends, 
beginning at 8 a.m. Saturday, so Mrs. 
Lamb will not jeopardize her job. 


Witchcraft items carry 
no guarantee, says owner 


ST. LOUIS (U PI) - There is 
no guarantee on the voodoo, 
witchcraft and other items for 
sale at the Alchemist Shop, a 
one-stop occult shopping 
center. 
Owner A1 Petschonek, who 
admits to having powers to hex 
and to heal, adds quickly that he 
and the amulets and potions he 
sells are merely gobetweens. 
The real power comes from 
somewhere else. 
“ No individual thing has 
supernatural powers.” he said 
“ Such powers are given to 
objects by the people using 
them. 
“Very few people are hexed 
and very few people hex 
anybody else” 
Petschonek 
said. “ How to do it isn’t exactly 
a trade secret, but it requires a 
lot of effort It’s like prayer — 
with a little extra added 
“Witchcraft is basically the 
same as it’s been for the last 
10.000 years,” he said “ There 
has to be something to it It’s 
been going on too long I’ve 
seen it work ” 
Dressed all in black, the gray- 
bearded Petschonek talked 
easily about his experiences 
with psychic healing and ghost 
hunting. 


Baby fed poison 
gas, succumbs 
during surgery 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) — A 
20-month-old girl was fed 
poisonous nitrous oxide and 
died while undergoing simple 
surgery at Oak Knoll Naval 
Hospital in 1971, a local televi­ 
sion station reported Wed­ 
nesday. 
The report, broadcast by 
KRON-TV, said that Melva 
Cooper, the daughter of Melvin 
and Irma Cooper, first sought 
medical treatment for a peanut 
fragment in her throat and was 
given medicine 
When the girl’s condition 
worsened, the report said, she 
was taken to Oak Knoll and put 
under anesthetics which con­ 
tained no oxygen during a sim­ 
ple bronchoscopy operation to 
clear her bronchial passage By 
the time the mistake was 
noticed, the report said, the girl 
was in a coma from which she 
never recovered 
Reporter Thayer Walker said 
the coroner considered the 
death “ very tortuous” and that 
hospital records verified the 
lethal operation 
He said that there were now 
seven cases of “ questionable 
deaths” linked to the Oak Knoll 
Hospital that have been recent­ 
ly uncovered through investiga­ 
tive reporting

Diver tries 
for record, 
alm ost dies 


EAST GREENW ICH, R I 
(U PI) — An attempt by two 
divers to beat the world un­ 
derwater endurance record was 
stopped Wednesday when one 
nearly drowned at the Rocky 
Hill State Fair. 
Ronald Taglione, 22, of North 
Scituate, R I stopped breathing 
shortly after midnight Wednes­ 
day.

tion s proposal to rejoin. 
That reorganization has been planned 
by Congress, and a commission ap­ 
pointed by the President to recommend 
changes already has proposed improve­ 
ment of the performance and accoun­ 
tability of the USOC and the national 
governing bodies for various Olympic 
sports.

A thletic Union ap­ 
plauded the action, saying it would be in 
the best interests of the nation if the 
NCAA rejoins the U.S. Olympic Commit­ 
tee. thereby strengthening the United 
States’ bid for supremacy in the 1980 


Olympic Gam es in Moscow 
“ It will be most beneficial to the ef­ 
forts being made to field the strongest 
possible American team for the 1980 
Olympics to have the NCAA directly in­ 
volved in the process,” AAU executive 
director Ollan Cassell said in a state­ 
ment.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Joe Frazier 
is ready to com e out of retirement. 
He’ll fight again on one condition, 
that it’s for the title, and since 
Muhammad All sounds perfectly 
willing to m eet that condition, Joe 
Frazier’s 14-month retirement may 
be approaching an end 
“ I wanna 
fight again,” says 
Frazier, who said he never would 
anymore after George Foreman 
knocked him out in five rounds in 
Nassau Coliseum at Uniondale, 
N Y , on June 15 of last year. 
“ I love fights,” Frazier explains. 
“ I live ’em every day. I run, I train, 
I do roadwork wherever I go with 
my m usic,” he says, meaning with 
his musical group, The Smokin’ Joe 
Frazier Review 
“The only way I’d ever put the 
gloves on again though is for a title 
shot, and if he gives it to me, I’ll 
take it ” 
“ He” 
is Muhammad Ali, who 
wouldn’t mind fighting Frazier a 
fourth time at all, especially when 
he thinks about the kind of money 
such a fight could make 
For their first meeting in 1971 
which resulted in Frazier keeping 
the heavyweight title on a 15-round 
decision. All was guaranteed $2.5 
million; for their second one in 1974 
when Ali took a 12-round decision, 
he received $2 6 million; and for 
their third fight in Manila in late 


1975, Ali went home with $4 million 
after stopping Frazier in 14 rounds. 
A 
p o s s ib le fo u rth m e e tin g 
between them was broached by Ali 
himself the other day in London 
“ I think I will have another two 
fights,” he said “The first one will 
be against the winner of the Ken 
Norton-Jimmy Young fight I don’t 
know what the next one will be, but I 
hear Joe Frazier wants to make a 
comeback and fight me. I think this 
would be a great fight.” 
Frazier figured he had enough 
after Foreman took him apart for a 
second time last summer. So did a 
lot of other people, who didn't want 
to see him fight anymore and pos­ 
sibly get hurt. 
After Foreman beat him at Nas­ 
sau Coliseum, Frazier cam e to the 
interview area there and drew 
c h e e r s 
from 
th e 
a sse m b le d 
members of the media by announc­ 
ing he was hanging up his gloves 
For good, he said 
“ It’s time for me to put ’em up on 
the wall and go boogie, boogie, 
boogie,” he said, employing a pet 
expression of his 
“ The 
whole 
doggone game was a highlight, a lot 
of fun, and if I had a chance to do it 
again, it still would be a lot of fun, 
but this is it." 
Frazier did more than merely tell 
the media, which amounted to tell­ 
ing the world He also told his wife 
Florence, his son, Marvis. and his 
four daughters, Jacqueline, Weatta. 


Jonetta and Natasha He told them 
he would never fight again, and he 
remembers that. 
"But the way things look now. I’m 
not happy with what’s going on in 
the gam e,” he rationalizes, much 
the sam e way many "retired ” 
lighters do when they begin to feel 
the itch again 
“ I made a commitment to my kids 
that I would try to stay out unless it 
was necessary.” Frazier says 
"I 
told them I would try to stay out as 
long as I could, but to make a long 
story short, if the champ feels I’m 
washed up and wants to give me 
a not her shot. I’d love to have him If 
he says the word, I’m ready I wan­ 
na give the people one more great 
fight.” 
Frazier is listed as being 33 and 
even if he has lost track of a year or 
so, he isn t ancient as heavyweights 
go While he never was able to cope 
with someone like George Foreman 
he has always given an excellent ac­ 
count of himself against Ali Their 
individual styles always produced a 
good battle. 
At the moment, Frazier weighs 
227, less than three pounds more 
than he was for his last fight He

That’s what Fertig choreo­ 
graphed last year in his first 
season as head coach of the 
Beavers, who won two games 
last season and tied with 
Oregon for last place in the 
Pac-8 
The June Taylor Dancers, as 
Fertig called them, was a 
kickoff ploy in which the front 
line, in a variety of patterns, 
would shift from one side of the 
field to the other, and some 
times all of the Beavers would 
be on one side of the field when 
kicking off Oregon State never 
got burned once with it, and it 
more often than not confused 
the receiving team 
“ Negligee orange” is the 
light orange color slacks and 
golf shirt Fertig clad himself 
in. and it was his reference 
point to the new shade of orange 
ordered for his team’s home 
jerseys and color scheme in the 
stadium 
The former CSC assistant to 
John McKay, now in the pro 
ranks, believes in a coordinated 
program at Oregon State, and 
he has worked with the band, 
cheerleaders, and even a

No more ham and cheese 
sandwiches for the bears 


Y O S E M IT E 
NATIONAL 
PA R K <UPI> — Yosemite 
bears are being told, through 
some neat tricks of persuasion, 
that they'll have to do without 
ham and cheese sandwiches. 
Park officials say they are 
happy to report the bears are 
complying and have returned to 
feeding on vegetation 
It hasn't been easy or inex­ 
pensive to get them to 
cooperate, though, as evidenced 
by the $176,000 the process of 
re-education cost 
The problem of the gluttonous 
bears goes back to the 1920s 
when tourists started coming to 
Yosemite in great numbers and 
the bear population was about 
120 
Black bears, the only bear 
species found in the park, are 
normally unagressive, 
not 
given to acts of violence unless 
provoked 
They have insatiable ap­ 
petites, however, which the 
tourists only exacerbated 
Before long bears became 
regular visitors to the camp­ 
grounds Tourists ignored signs 
imploring them not to feed the 
bears. 
Pred ictab ly, the bears 
became fmnicky. if not voraci­ 
ous. eaters Wild berries and 
acorns would no longer do. and 
with 2 million to 3 million peo­ 
ple visiting the park annually 
there was always someone 
around to feed them 
“ What happened is that their 
natural habitat became aug­ 
mented by an artificial food 
sources," says Dale Harms, a 
wildlife biologist at the park 
As a result, the bears went 
out and multiplied By the early 
1960s the park s bear population 
had more than tripled 
In the early 1970s. park of­ 
ficials began experimenting by 
"bear proofing” garbage con­ 
tainers in the park They also 
started an extensive campaign 
urging visitors to cooperate in 
controlling the park's bear pop­ 
ulation by not feeding them

FDA brings good news 
for ulcer sufferers 
Air Force sergeant bicycles 
200 miles for Big Brother 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Two 
separate developments in re­ 
cent days offer hopeful news to 
some of the more than 4 million 
Americans suffering duodenal 
ulcers 
The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration has just approved a new 
prescription drug called cimeti- 
dine for general use in treating 
ulcers, and a new study in­ 
dicates that large doses of an­ 
tacids help heal ulcers 
The FDA action gave Smith 
Kline and French Laboratories 
permission to start marketing 
cimetidine under the trade 
name of Tagamet 
The drug, 
already in use in England, 
Canada and a number of other 
countries, is one of a new class 
of agents that control the secre­ 
tion of digestive juices. 
In some people this gastric 
acid erodes some of the lining 
of the stomach and the 
duodenum — the first part of 
the small intestine beyond the 
stomach 
Ulcers occur when 
the gastric acid penetrates 


layers of the duodenum 
Why ulcers develop in some 
people and not others is not 
known The popular image of 
the typical ulcer patient as a 
hard-driving businessman is 
only partially supported by the 
facts 
It is believed smoking 
and drinking may contribute to 
increased gastric acid secre­ 
tion 
Antacids long have been used 
by ulcer sufferers They reduce 
the acidity of the digestive 
juices and make them less 
capable of irritating the linings 
of the stomach and duodenum 
However, there has been dis­ 
agreement among specialists 
on whether they hasten healing. 
One study reported in 1973 
found no such benefit from an­ 
tacids 
The new study conducted by 
the Center for Ulcer Research 
and Education in Los Angeles 
and Dallas, found that healing 
of duodenal ulcers was en­ 
hanced by large doses of an­ 
tacids.

Since 
it was about 4 a m and there 
was not much light around, he 
decided to coast a little bit and 
catch the sunrise. Thinking 
things couldn't get worse he 
kept on riding. 


It wasn't much later that he 
got a flat tire After fixing the 
tire Sergeant Martinez again 
began his journey. Not much 
father down the road, bad luck 
struck again when the tire that 
went flat, ripped After repair­ 
ing the tire he went on his way 
with no more trouble. 
% 
When asked what the thought 
about during his trip. Sergeant 
Martinez was quick to reply, 
"Getting hit by a truck. The 


whole time in the back of my 
mind I was afraid.” After 
reading about his ill fortunes 
one could understand why. 


"Big Brother was also in my 


mind Knowing that I was help­ 
ing to raise money for that gave 
me more incentive to complete 
my ride,” he added 


Sergeant Martinez reflects 


this way on his own fund raising 
activity. “ The money pledged 
for my riding means so much to 
those children. I had to keep go­ 
ing. Every mile I went meant 
more money for Big Brother. 
His trip brought nearly $900 


to Operation Big Brother. The 
largest single contributor 
pledged $1.50 a mile for a total 
contribution of $300. Making 
that donation was Sergeant 
Martinez’s brother, Larry. 
Sergeant Martinez presented 


an over-sized check to Col. Paul 
L Simpson, the 392nd Comm. 
Group commander. Colonel 
Simpson is the Big Brother 
chairman on Vandenberg. 


Visitors began to refrain 


from feeding the bears, and 
secured their food supplies in 
places inacessible to bears. 
The bears, however, were not 


about to be denied their 
epicurean delights They took to 
pillaging campgrounds in seach 
of food 
They also began “ clouting" 


cars, which Harms said they 
had come to associate with peo­ 
ple and thus with food. Black 
bears range in size from 200 to 
300 pounds, and have been 
known to crumple automobile 
metal with relative ease. 
In 1975, the park received a 


grant from the National Park 
Service to use in re-educating 
both bears and park tourists 


It worked Three years ago 


park visitors reported 975 inci­ 
dents of car “ clouting" or camp 
raidings, resulting in $113,000 in 
damage 
Last year, only 688 


such incidents occurred and the 
damage bill dropped to $55,290 
Indications are the damage 
figure will be cut in half again 
this year. 
Some of the methods include 


installing experimental “ food 
lockers" at one of the park’s 
major campgrounds, handing 
out pamphlets explaining the 
project to incoming visitors, 
and increasing the number of 
signs around the park warning 
persons from feeding the bears 
All of the park’s 250 large 


“dumpster” 
garbage 
con­ 
tainers have been made “ bear 
proof.” 
Some bears, however, are not 


cooperating. 
"We have a few of what you 


would call incorrigible bears,” 
says Harms 


In the last two years nearly 
200 bears have had to be 
relocated in distant areas of the 
park because they kept return­ 
ing to the scenes of past crimes. 
Each year about 15 bears are 


destroyed because they persist 
in creating havoc and are con­ 
sidered

Welfare reform 


Despite some very serious 


questions, President Carter’s 
welfare reform program is, at 
least, the first serious attempt 
since 1969 to make some sense 
out of the wasteful and dis­ 
organized way we try to aid 
poor people in this country. 
We endorse the establish­ 
ment of a basic w elfare 
benefit ($4,200 per year for a 
family of four) in all 50 states. 
We see complete merit in the 
new work requirements that 
would give able bodied adults 
a financial incentive to earn 
money instead of staying 
home at public expense. It 
makes sense to abolish that 
m uch-abused food stam p 
program and require, for the 
first tim e, that w elfare 
mothers take part-time or full­ 
time jobs once their children 
are old enough to go to school. 
The present system is so in­ 
consistent from state to state 
that anything short of a 
national standard would simp­ 
ly perpetuate what we already 


have — waste and inequity. 
We are deeply concerned 
over two aspects of the plan. 
The first is the cost. President 
Carter said originally that it 
would cost no more than the 
present system. Now he has 
added $6 billion in subsidies 
and tax relief to make the plan 
more attractive. How much is 
this $6 billion likely to escalate 
in the years ahead? How can 
savings be made? 
The second is that by putting 
poor people into public service 
jobs, we’ll be creating that 
massive, permanent civilian 
army of federal employes with 
meaningless work on phony 
federal projects. 
Are public jobs the real 
answer? Can they really be 
made productive or just add to 
the 
deplorable 
bureaucracy 
under which we now exist? 
These are the hard questions 
that must be thrashed out by 
Congress 
before President 
Carter’s welfare reforms are 
ever enacted into law.

Race to betrayal 


It is instructive to contrast the sym­ 
bolic meaning to the United States of our 
positions in Panama and in Taiwan. It is 
being suggested that we chart a course 
giving up sovereignty over the Canal 
Zone Opponents of this course of action 
cite as among the reasons for not doing 
so the symbolic loss of prestige to the 
United States. The quick answer to that 
question is that the 
loss in prestige is of 
the sort that marks 
prestige with little red 
pins scattered about 
the globe — there, 
there, there, and there 
the American flag is 
flying 
There is another 
kind of prestige that 
in u re s 
to 
g r e a t 
countries that trans­ 
cends marketing-class 
dem on stration s 
of 
prestige, in exchange for fundamentally 
improved situations. A great country 
looks first after its own security, and 
then seeks to oblige the licit ambitions of 
other people — in Panam a’s case, the 
reunification of their country. 
In Taiwan, our presence is of huge 
symbolic meaning As long as our treaty 
survives, we have advised the world that 
for all that we are prepared to deal with 
the Communist superpowers, we are 
not prepared to appease them by turning 
over more human beings for them to vic­ 
timize. 
Now Senator Kennedy and former 
Senator Scott would not put it this way. 
Senator Kennedy was wonderfully vague 
about the future of Taiwan. He was con­ 
crete on two points: we should terminate 
our defense treaty, and we should not try 
to exact from China the pledge that it 
would renounce force in seizing Taiwan. 
Where he became vague was on what 
then would project Taiwan from the 
colossus on the Mainland Well... — such 
things as an American presence in the 
Pacific (the American presence in the 
Pacific, to judge from events since 1975, 
is there for the purpose of guaranteeing 
that America will never act in the 
Pacific), continued economic trade with 
Taiwan, that sort of thing What would 
be gain from our withdrawal from 
Taiwan? Once again, the senators and 
their supporters are vague. What we 
stand to gain is a capitulation to the will 
of mainland China Why is that a gain? 
Two points need to be considered, one 
symbolic the other practical. The sym­ 
bolic point is that the termination of the 
treaty would mark a change in American 
foreign policy. We entered into the 
treaty 15 years ago because we were 
prepared to make a statement, namely 
that we would defend Taiwan in any war 
of ag g re ssio n in itiated from the 
mainland To terminate that treaty is to 
retreat from that commitment. That, 
pure and simple, is what it means. 
Now to retreat from a commitment 
because it is no longer necessary is one 
Barbed barbs

simply to flatter the mainland’s velleity 
is abject. The termination of the Taiwan 
tre a ty w ould so be in te rp re te d 
throughout Asia, and quite correctly so. 


But to deal with the concrete: we know 
because Mr Kissinger has told us so that 
as a simple matter of fact, the Taiwan 
question has received the lowest priority 
in all dealings between the United States 
and China since the Shanghai Manifesto. 
There isn’t great pressure from the 
m ainlanders to bring on American 
evacuation 
By 
leavin g T aiw an , 
however, that pressure is bound to in­ 
crease So long as we are a military 
presence in Taiwan, there is a reason 
well understood publicly for staying on 
on their side of the Straits of Taiwan. 


With the American presence removed, 
psychological pressures are generated to 
launch an irredentist campaign against 
Taiwan The hawks in China would then 
insist that there is nothing left to combat 
than the Taiwanese military and that it 
is humilitatmg for a Great Power not to 
exert itself to accomplish the reunifica­ 
tion of its own country. 


Note down the following as a candidate 
for the worst reasoning of the year. It is 
the concluding sentence from the New 
York Times editorial supporting Ken­ 
nedy. Our failure to get out of Taiwan 
“ would increase the risk that the present 
pragmatic successors to Mao Tse-tung 
and Chou En-Lai may decide that their 
American connection is not dependable 
and therefore not worth taking political 
risks to maintain ” We are to prove to 
China that we are dependable by being 
undependable 


WASHINGTON - Rep Neal Smith, 
D -Iowa, is a Midwestern Farm er and 
lawyer with a reputation for being as 
straight as a stalk of Iowa com 
But the low-keyed Smith has been us­ 
ing his position as chairman of the House 
Small Business Committee to promote 
himself throughout Iowa.

great and special interest to you.” 
Mayors throughout Iowa also received a 
separate personalized letter from Smith. 
Committee funds, we have learned, 
are being used to pay for printing the let­ 
ters and envelopes Any use of commit­ 
tee sta ffe rs for outside business, 
meanwhile, would violate the rules of 
Congress 
The counsel of one small business sub­ 
committee, David Metzger, complained 
in a secret memo that the mailing was 
disrupting 
important 
congressional 
business “ I can understand Mr. Smith’s 
political reasons for wanting the mailing 
done quickly,” Metzger fumed in a 
memo to the committee’s chief counsel, 
Thomas Powers 
Metzger grumped that the commit­ 
tee's publications sp ecialist, Lois 
Liberty, has been so busy licking 
envelopes that she hasn't been able to 
prepare a committee report. The com­ 
mittee is falling behind on other projects 
due this fall involving solar energy and 
occupational safety and health. “ The 
deadlines do not lend themselves to los­ 
ing an entire week in August.” Metzger 
griped 
Smith, however, insisted to our a s­ 
sociate Gary Cohn that the mailing is a 
‘‘proper and appropriate outreach 
program.” He said that Iowans are not 
aware of the disaster loans and he 
believes it is important to inform them

The Iowa Democrat maintained that 
the mailing project was “ only taking 
several hours.” Several committee 
sources, however, told us the project has 
dragged on for weeks, consuming the 
valuable time of at least five profes­ 
sionals and other staffers. Smith said he 
is not now a candidate for governor of 
Iowa, but he refused to rule out the pos­ 
sibility that he might run in the future 
Other sources, however, say Smith “ had 
his eye on the governorship ” 
Powers told us the mailing has not dis­ 
rupted committee business because the 
five professional staffers 
are “ only 
working secondarily on it.” But he 
acknowledged that the committee has is­ 
sued no investigative reports this year. 
The mailing, he added, was Smith’s idea. 
FOREIGN FLAG F L E E T : Big Oil is 
quietly lobbying behind the scenes 
against a proposal to import more oil in 
U S tankers. The oil companies have 
neglected to mention, however, that they 
have licensed over 500 of their own 
tankers in Liberia and Panama, where 
the costs are as low as the safety stan­ 
dards 
President Carter, who received hefty 
cam p aign co n trib u tion s from the 
maritime unions, wants a requirement 
that 9.5 per cent of imported oil be 
carried in U S 
tankers. This would 
create jobs and protect against en­ 
vironmentally damaging oil spills. Last 
year, for example. 11 of the 19 tankers in­ 
volved in accidents were licensed in 
Liberia, including the infamous Argo

Merchant. 
Safety standards for Liberian and 
Panamanian ships are abysmally low 
Some 170 marine officers applying for 
Liberian licenses, for example, were 
recently found to have fraudulent 
credentials. Oceanographer Jacques 
Cousteau says “ a shoemaker can buy a 
captain's license for $150” in Liberia or 
Panama. 
The oil companies are saving a fortune 
by registering their ships abroad Exxon, 
for instance, has licensed 164 tankers in 
foreign countries; Shell. 123: Texaco. 55; 
and Mobil. 45. 
The Treasury Department estim ates 
that by licensing their tankers abroad, 
the oil firms save as much as $140 
million a year in U.S. taxes through a 
special break. 


The oil men have also flooded news of­ 
fices with press releases contending the 
proposals would cost consumers $1.2 
billion a year Yet this appears to be an 
inflated figure, more than double the ad­ 
ministration’s estimate of $400 million a 
year Moreover, the United States could 
not rely on foreign tankers to carry oil 
during an embargo or world crisis. 


Footnote: An American Petroleum In­ 
stitute spokesman admitted the oil com­ 
panies “ have an economic interest” in 
using their foreign tankers and cheaper 
foreign crews. But. he insisted. “ The 
Liberian 
and P an am an ian 
fle e ts 
operated by these companies are the 
best in the world. TTiey are second to 
none.”

to the primeval or silvan condition it 
enjoyed a generation ago. 
I’m going to have to see for myself, but 
Brightwell claim s there is a clutch of 
beavers working the area and that 
they've built a dam as only beavers can 


Brightw ell is also proud of his 
department’s efforts to salvage metals 
at the county-city landfill site for solid 
waste disposal on South Avalon Avenue 
Brightwell says that in the first week and 
three days of operation at the landfill, 
operators have pulled 15 to 20 tons of 
metal out that would otherwise now be 
competing with other waste for space in 
the landfill. 
Not only that, Brightwell says, but his 
department has developed a market for 
old m attresses and boxsprings and also 
for the chemical in home regeneration 
softw ater units. Brightw ell didn’t 
elaborate, but his disclosures had the 
ring of substance to them. 


Donald Lewis, official of the organiza­ 
tion that is developing the Mesa Oaks, 
area north of Lompoc, wants everyone to 
know he’s no carpetbagger. Lewis told 
me the other day he's a third generation 
product of the area. For those who don’t 
know, Lewis’ outfit is proposing a total 
of a couple of hundred home site develop­ 
ments in an area of 159 acres

formation on fires below the level of 
Code 20 fires — fires of major import — 
was simply not available because of the 
nature of the new communications 
system. 
All th at m ay be changed now. 
Frodidious efforts are being made by 
Capt Andy Rosenberger and Inspector 
Tony Scurria to provide more informa­ 
tion on the lesser fires If a lesser caliber 
fire occurs next door to you, it’s as in­ 
teresting as a fire of major proportions 
in Santa Maria on Sisquoc 
Time will tell now successtui tne two 
officers are in solving the problem over 
the long haul 


Capt. Lynn Whittemore, commander 
of the Lompoc Search and Rescue Team, 
was back from the fire lines at Big Sur 
this week, and spinning some yarns from 
his experiences Whittemore and some 
of his team members from Lompoc were 
pressed into service driving ambulances 
to and from the fire lines to hospitals and 
aid stations. 
Although there were no major medical 
d isasters to cope with, the team 
members did give first aid for broken 
arm s, legs and feet. They also provided 
an antidote to a man who was allergic to 
bee stings The victim had been bitten 10 
times and would have died in a few hours 
without the antidote, according to Whit­ 
temore 
Team m em bers also aided 
several individuals who were suffering 
from angina, or severe chest pains, 
forerunner of heart problems. 
Not the least of their efforts, Whit­ 
temore said was the aid given to about 60 
firefighters, who were taken to hospitals 
for treatment of severe cases of poison 
oak 
Whittemore said men on the fire lines 
didn’t see sunlight for the three days he 
was there, because of the heavy pall of 
smoke that covered the skies. Reclaimed 
wastewater was used to fight the fire 
until hydrologists and soil conserva­ 
tion people warned that it was con­ 
taminating the underground supply and 
upsetting the natural balance of the 
basin. 
Whittemore said one of the funniest 
things that happened, if anything at a 
fire of that magnitude can be called fun­ 
ny, was the salvage of a lone portable 
toilet from one of the fire camps overrun 
by the flames Of all the mountain of 
equipment and supplies, only that one 
vital piece of equipment was saved. It 
struck Whittemore as funny. 


Look for the Lompoc Search and 
Rescue Team to get a second emergency 


vehicle soon thanks to efforts by Super­ 
visor Robert L Hedlund. The team has 
one vehicle now and that is frequently 
barely adequate for major search opera­ 
tions, according to Whittemore .. Look 
for the advent of the county’s new bus 
service by next week linking Lompoc 
with Mission Hills and Vandenberg 
Village 
Tom Walls. CETA counselor, 
is ramrodding a new service for senior 
citizens who need help in their yards or 
homes Beginning on Aug 30. Wells will 
interview applicants for jobs paying 
$2 15 an hour or by the job. The minimum 
wage is $2 50 an hour, but youth 13 to 16 
years can be employed at the reduced 
fee, which, by the way must be paid by 
the recipient of the work, will encourage 
seniors to employ the young .
